For some time the 
Kansas Gity Southern railway, has 
had a large force of Italian laborers 
at work on its line near Ashdov/n. A 
member of the crew says the foreman 
sent several Italians with a handcar 
up the Kansas City Southern, track 
after some material. Through alleged 
ignorance the crew got the car OD the 
track of another company. A section 
foreman took the car from the Ital- 
ians, • locked the wheels and left them 
to return to thsir camp. Officials gave 
an explanation, however, and four 
Italians were sent after the car. .When 
they arrived where tho car was a fight 
ensued between them and an Ameri- 
can.
